Boston, -- New England EJ- 
ectric System is planning to 
add one of the largest single 
electric generating units ever 
to be installed in New Eng- 
land as part of its power ex- 
pansion program, President 
Irwin L. Moore announced. 

The latest project calls for 
construction of an addition 
to the system's Salem Har 
bor ftation large enough to 
house a 140,000 kilowatt high 
presure steam-electric_ gene- 
rating unit. It will,be started 
at once and is scheduled for 
completion late in 1958. The 
140,000 kilowatt unit will be 
nearly twice as large as any 
now in service, 

Moore sid the cost “is ex- 
pected to run around $20,000,- 
000." 

When the Salem Harbor 
Plant - one of the most mo- 
dern and efficient in the 
northeast - was built in the 
early 60's, provisions were 
made for additional generat 
ing units with the result that 
much of the preliminary work, 
including excavating, was 
carried out at that time. 

The New England Electric 
System's president, — whose 
company supplies electric 
service in five New England 
states and is the area’s larg 
est, explained that the Salem 
expansion is going forward 
earlier than expected because 
of the continued increase in
